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ABSTRACT 


A survey has been made of the aphids in the collection of the 
University of Stellenbosch and the host plants on which they were 
found are recorded. 'The list comprises 73 spp., distributed in 47 genera. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Very little has as yet been done on the aphids occurring in 
South Africa. Specimens collected at random by Government officials 
from 1898 onwards were sent to the late F. V. Theobald for identification 
and some of these were described by him. as new. 


In 1923 the senior author found that 55 spp. `occurred in 
South Africa. The present list comprises 73 spp. and their recorded 
host plants. 'This list does not jnclude the records published by 
Miller and Schêll (1958) and Miiller (1959). A few species which 
appear to be new to science and which await description have also 
been omitted, as also all doubtful records. 'The aphid collection of 
the University of Stellenbosch, on which these records are based, 
contains specimens collected from all over the Union of South Africa. 


The authors have followed HEastop (1958) in provisionally 
regarding Brachycaudus rumeszicolens Patch as similar, if not identical, 
to B. amygdalinus (Schoutenden). Several records of what appears 
to be Macrosiphum africana (HRL) have also been omitted until the 
true identity of these specimens have been established. 


The general taxonomic arrangement of species of Eastop (1958) 
has been followed, with the exception of sub-family Phylloxerinae 
which does not appear in his list.
